— HAT Whereas, Their Majeſtys were Graciouſly Pleaſed, to grant a Charter in favours of the City of Glaſgow, 


| which is alſo Ratified in Parliament, Giving Power to the ſaid City and Town Council thereof, to Ele their Pro- 
voſt, Bailies, and other Officers as freely as che City of Edinburgh. Whereby we humbly Gncewwe, that the Pro- 
voſt, Bailjes, and Council were to be Elected in the ſame manner as the other Officers. But by Miſundetſtanding 
of the ſaid Charter and Act of Parliament, there has Creept in an Error in the practice of Elections, whereby 
the Merchants and Trades Halls are excluded both from Leiting and Electing of the Provoſt or the Bailies, or Choiſing the 
Council; And the ſaid Ptovoſt, and Bailies, are Leited and EleQed, -and the Council Choſen by the Council of the Preceeding 
Lear; As if the ſaid Council were come in place of the Arch-Biſhop, to whom the Nomination of the Provoſt, and Choiſe of 
the Bailies, out of the Leits preſented by the Town Council, only belonged : And which Practice, We humbly Judge, is Cone 
trar to Our Charter and Act of Parliament. ; And Tends plainly to the perpetuating the Magiſtracy ina few hands, Whereas 
the Election ought to be as free as any other Royal Burghs, and eſpecially in all Reſpects as that of the City of Edinburgh. 
WE DO LIKEWAYS humbly Repreſent; That We have ſuffered by Stenting and Impaſitions , under the Name of the 
King's Ceſs, Conſiderably beyond the Quota Impoſed upon the City by Acts of Parliament ſince YYhitſunday 1693; whereof 
We have Subjoined an Accompt : By which it may appear there has been Exacted 32526 Pound 18 ſh: 6 d. more than the 
King's-Ceſs (not including the Over Stent now Impoſed for Lamtaſs and Martinmaſs 1700 ) which is not on a Conſiderabie 
Burden of it ſelf, but contrar to Law in manner of exacting, by Quartering, poinding and Impriſonmeat : This being Im- 
poſed and Exacted without Authority, and not pretended to by the Town of Edinburgh; We Humbly Beg, The ſame may 


be Redteſzed and prevented by the High and Honourable Court of Parliament. 


May it therefore pleaſe your Grace, and Moſt Honourable Eflates of 
Parliament, to allow the Merchants and Trades Halls, 10 have 
the ſame Priviledges and Freedom, of Electing the Provoſt. Bai. 
lies, and Council, as they have of the Deanof Guild, and Dea- 
con-Conveener ; And to Diſcharge any Stenting or Exaction, but 
what ſhall be impoſed by Acts of Parliament; which will reftore 
quiet, and Encourage Induſtry, among the good Neighbours and 


Inhabitants of the Town of Glaſgow.
